v'r.  Chaiman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  presort  to  you  my  Annual  Roport  on  the  health  and 
sanitarv  conditions  of  the  Svrana;  o  Urban  District  for  the  year  1944. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  112  riving  a  birth  rate  per  1,000 
estimated  rosident  population  of  22.1,  which  is  5.9  higher  than  the  previous 
year,  as  conparod  with  17.6  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  oausos  was  80,  giving  a  death  rite 
of  16.2  per  1,000  estimated  rosidont  population,  which  is  3.7  loss  than  the 
f i/uro  for  the  previous  year,  as  compared  with  11.6  per  1,000  for  England 
and  Wales. 

There  were  four  doaths  of  children  undor  the  age  of  one  year  giving,  an 
infant  death  rate  of  35.7  per  1,000  live  births,  as  conparod  ;vith  a  rate  of 
46  per  1,000  livo  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  health  of  the  district  vms  satisfactory  during,  the  year  and  the 
number  of  casos  of  infectious  diseases  notified  remained  low.  The 
notification  ratos  for  infectious  diseases  for  the  district,  with  the 
exception  of  Ervsipolas  ai-\d  Pneumonia  which  wore  higher,  wore  much  lower 
than  the  rates  for  England  and  Walos.  Although  no  oasos  of  Dysontory  wore 
notified  mild  gastro-entoritis ,  suggestive  of  Sonne  Dysentery,  was  prevalent 
during  the  lato  summer. 

Threo  now  oasos  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  throe  now  cases  of  Hon- 
Fulmonary  Tuborculosis  were  notified;  there  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  one  death  from  iTon-Pulnonary  Tuborculosis  during  the  year. 

Scabies  and  Vominous  Conditions  were  not  as  prevalent  as  in  previous 
years  in  the  district.  Forty  oasos  of  Scabies  and  two  cases  of  Verminous 
Conditions  of  the  Scalp  woro  notified  during  tho  yoarj  tho  majority  of 
those  cases  were  troatod  at  tho  First  Aid  Post  at  "Playland". 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  tho  yoar  undor  tho  Council's 
schonc  for  tho  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria.  It  will  bo 
noticed  that  the  percentage  of  tho  child  population  undor  5  years  of  ago 
considered  immunised  at  tho  end  of  tho  year  has  dropped  from  80.67-!  to  54.7$, 
and  the  corresponding  figure  for  the  age  group  5  to  15  years  has  risen  from 
75*8%  to  92.1%.  This  variation  is  almost  wholly  duo  to  the  fact  that  in 
previous  years  tho  figure  for  tho  children  in  each  ago  group  was  based  on 
the  1931  Census  figure,  whereas  the  figuros  now  usod  are  supplied  by  tho 
Ministry  of  Food  and  are  a  noro  corroct  estimate  of  the  present  population 
in  those  ago  r.roups . 

In  tho  month* of  May  a  roport  was  presented  to  tho  Council  stressing  tho 
urgent  nood  for  constructing  tho  proposed  filtration  plant  at  tho  Corfo  Castle 
Waterworks  as  an  additional  safeguard  to  chlorination  troatmont  of  the  water 
from  that  source.  Tho  proposed  work  has  boon  approved  by  tho  Ministry  of 
Health  and  should  be  completed  in  1945. 

Owing  to  the  contamination  of  tho  Corfo  Castle  Well  by  tho  polluted 
nearby  stream,  this  source  of  \vator  supply  is  very  undesirable.  Tho 
condition  of  the  untreated  water  will  undoubtedly  get  worse  as  time  goos  on 
and  there  is  an  increased  demand  both  from  tho  Urban  District  and  surrounding 
areas  resulting  in  increased  pumping  of  tho  well.  Tho  Council  have  boon 
advised  that  tho  Corfo  Castle  source  of  supply  should  ultimately  bo  abandoned 
and  as  thero  aro  no  suitable  alternative  sourcos  of  supply  reasonably  near 
to  Swanago  plans  for  a  joining  with  the  neighbouring  Rural  District  Counoil 
in  a  joint  water  supply  scheme  woro  under  consideration  during  tho  yoar. 


I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  condition  of  tho  draino.ro  of 
houses  in  Hillviow  Road.  Those  houses,  whero  baths  and  water  closets  arc 
installed,  drain  to  cesspools,  sono  of  tho  houses  havo  no  drainage  and  pai" 
closets  are  provided*  Tho  Council  originally  intondod  that  the  Priest. 

Road  sever  should  extend  to  servo  Ilillviow  Road  houses,  but  ovine  to  tho 
outbroak  of  war  tho  Ilillviow  Road  section  was  not  laid.  The  Council  should 
nov  that  conditions  arv.  returning  to  normal,  consider  oxtandinf;  the  sever  t  ■> 
serve  the  houses  in  Hillviow  Road* 


Tho 
wpr.ion  to 


problem  of  inadequately  housed  families  on  the  return  of  men  and 
civilian  life  from  tho  Services  was  mentioned  in  tho  report  for  t  e 


year  194o.  Tho  Council  havo  sites  approved  for  128  houses  as  an  extension 
of  their  Groysood  J.ousinr  Estate.  Tho  sitos  are  roady  with  all  the  main 
services  laid.  It  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  on  tho  build  inf,  of  those 
housos  will  bo  possible  on  tho  cessation  of  hostilities.

Periodic  inspoctio-ns  of  pasteurising  establishments  wore  mady  and  all 
thermometers  used  in  tho  plant  wero  checked  against  a  standard  tost 
thomoneter . 

Thilst  much  was  being  done  .just  before  outbrouk  of  war  to  improve  tho 
conditions  under  which  milk  was  produced  at  tho  snail  dairy  farms  in  tho 
district,  tho  general  standard  of  cowsheds  and  dairios  must  bo  regarded  as 
poor.  The  buildings  are  poor  and  adequate  facilities  for  cleansing  of  milk 
vessels  and  milker’s  hands  are  absent  in  nearly  all  cases. 

Owin  to  war-time  restrictions  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out 
extensive  alterations  to  cowsheds  and  dairies.
